REPORT OF WEBSTER MEMORIAL 


LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


During 1965 the Library Trustees have been work- 
ing to update the services of the library. 


It was voted to join the Statewide Library Develop- 
ment Program and benefits from it are already evi- 
dent. With the assistance of Mr. Ralph Riley, our 
District Consultant, our librarian has organized the 
books under the standard Dewey Decimal system and 
they are now working on the cataloguing. 


In a double effort to provide the children with easier 
aecess to their books and to avoid disruption of the 
adult books, all juvenile books are now in the reading 
room. Shelves have been fitted under the sills of the 
bay window. An oak table was contributed to this 
new section by Mr. and Mrs. Leroy Barnhart and is 
being refinished. Small chairs have been ordered. In 
acknowledgment of our efforts, we applied for and 
received one of the twelve grants made to libraries 
by the State of $300.00 for the purchase of children’s 
books. Through this money we will soon add to our 
juvenile collection the World Book Encyclopedia and 
those books which through the years have received the 
Newbury and Caldecatt awards for the best contribu- 
tion to children’s literature and illustrations. 


This original $300.00 has been considerably stretch- 
ed by the second advantage to the State program, that 
of central book buying.

DISTRICT CHIEF 


Most of us who live in New Hampshire and the 
thousands of vacationists that visit us every year love 
the State for the variegated woodlands that encircle 
our clean lakes and clothe the hills and mountains. 
Most of us appreciate these values, but still there were 
enough careless people among us to cause over 880 
grass and woodland fires to start in 1965. True this 
was a much dryer than normal year but this should 
have meant the use of extra care. Fortunately the 
fire fighting forces have held the line against such 
careless acts. It is up to each one of us to be ever 
mindful that a spark or flame is a potential fire. 

WE MUST ALL BE CAREFUL: 


1. To teach our children the danger in _ lighting 
matches. 

2. To never discard lighted smoking material from 
a car or while walking through fields or woods. 


38. To safely dispose of rubblish preferably at the 
town dump. If you must burn rubbish or brush: 
a. Always get a permit to burn from the warden. 
b. Start your fire late in the day after 5:00 P. M. 
c. If burning a field or brush have equipment and 
adequate help on hand. The heat from your fire 
creates its own draft to spread fire. 


Our carelessness with fire is costing our State and 
Towns thousands of wasted dollars in suppression and 
hundreds of acres of destroyed woodlands. Yours 
never to enjoy.

The following is a report of the Health Activities 
conducted for the town of Wentworth, by the New 
Hampshire Division of Public Health—Public Health 
Nursing, for the year 1965. Please have this report 
printed in your town reports. 


Home visits were made on babies and preschool 
children and cases referred to private physicians and 
clinics aS necessary. Cases have also been referred 
to New Hampshire. Sight Conservation Program for 
assistance and care. 


Tuberculin Testing Program was conducted at the 
school, in cooperation with the School Nurse. A total 
of 47 tests were given with no new reactors found. 
The previous reactors and several adults attended the 
Plymouth Chest Xray clinics held in May and October 
of 1965. These clinics were conducted by the N. H. 
T. B. & Health Association assisted by the N. H. Di- 
vision of Public Health Nursing. Reports of the re- 
sults of chest Xrays have been sent to all parties con- 
cerned. 


A representative from Wentworth has been appoint- 
ed on the Baker-Pemi Valley Anti-Poverty Committee 
to meet with the general committee and study needs 
and make suggestions as necessary to benefit the 
community. 


The town officials have been alerted to the Home 
Nursing Care Program of the Medicare Program. 
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They will be kept informed of the program as soon as 
more information is available. 


My sincerest thanks to the School Nurse, Mrs. Helen 
Fisher, R. N., the School Personnel, Town Officials and 
others that have assisted in the Health Program for 
the benefit of the community.

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THE NEW MOTOR VEHICLE JUNK YARD LAW 


Summary 


1. Act went into effect July 8, 1965. Law has been broken 
down by NHMA. 


2. Existing motor vehicle junk dealers must pay $25 license 
fee within sixty (60) days (September 7, 1965) and submit a 
description of his land to be used with reference to the perma- 
nent boundary markers. Though location is considered ap- 
proved, all other provisions must be complied with, including 
fencing. (See J) 


3. New motor vehicle junk yard dealers must meet all re- 
quirements including certificate of approval from zoning 
board, location including setbacks of 660 feet from state high- 
way rights of way, 300 feet from local road and street right of 
way (See F), fencing (See J), suitability of applicant (See E), 
aesthetic considerations (See G), $25 license fee (See I), and 
appear at public hearing (seeD) before selectmen or City 
Council, who have broad powers to grant or deny license. Lez- 
islative body must notify applicant of decision within two 
weeks of hearing—postage prepaid to address on application. 


4. Annual $25 license is required for license renewal every 
year by April 1. 


5. Penalty of $10 a day for violation of law effective Octo- 
ber 7, 1965. Legislative body may obtain mandatory injunc- 
tion on violators. 


6. New and used motor vehicle dealers registered as such 
under RSA 260:46 are not considered auto junk dealers at 
their principal place of business. However, they must remove 
junk cars from their premises within 160 days. Also, any other 
location used by dealer in same community is subject to regu- 
lation if it falls within definition as auto junk yard. 


7. Otherwise, Act applies to anyone with two or more un- 
registered or old cars no longer intended or in condtion for 
legal use on highways or use auto parts equal in bulk to two or 
more vehicles.

Wentworth Elementary School—1965-1966 


For the second time it is my privilege to report as 
principal of the Wentworth Elementary School. 


In the spring of 1965, it was decided to reduce our 
local system to the first six grades and two teachers. 
In September we had an enrollment of 42 in grades 
one through six. November our enrollment was in- 
creased by seven pupils bringing the total up to 49. 
Due to the heavy teaching load, especially in the 
primary room, and the fact that several children 
needed individual help, the services of Mrs. Dorothy 
Jesseman as a special teacher were secured. This 
program is working out well and has been an answer 
to a definite need. 


At Christmas-time the children put on their annual 
program for the community. 


Our hot lunch program continues in charge of Mrs. 
Gertrude Wolfe. 


We are again using the Rinehart Writing Program 
with Mr. Douglas Robertson making regular visits. 


Mrs. Helen Fisher, our school nurse, makes weekly 
visits and each child has been tested for vision and 
hearing. Several children have had the opportunity 
to attend a dental clinic. 


In closing, I would like to take this opportunity to 
express my appreciation to the parents and the mem- 
bers of the school board for their cooperation, to Mrs. 
Belyea and Mrs. Jesseman for their loyalty, and to all 
others who have helped in any way to make this a 
profitable year for the children of Wentworth.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


January 1, 1965 to January 1, 1966 


The nurse made thirty-six visits to the school be- 
sides seven home visits. Health records were kept on 
each child. Visited each classroom when at school, 
inspected the children, held conferences with teachers, 
and gave advice and first aid when needed. Every 
child was weighed and measured. 


Hearing and Vision Screening tests were given to 
each child. Notices were sent on all who failed test. 
The State Nurse and school nurse gave Stern needle 
T. B. tests and followed up on each that had a posi- 
tive reaction. Notices were sent home for Xray Clinic. 


Children were checked in the home for infectious 
diseases. 


In the spring, a pre-school registration was held. 
During the year, first aid supplies were brought to the 
school. 


The school nurse attended Speech and Hearing 
Workshop in Keene, School Nurses’ meeting in Con- 
cord and the School Nurses’ Section at the State Teach- 
ers’ Convention.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your Sup- 
erintendent of Schools. 


The School Board and myself thought we acted wise- 
ly when it was decided to abolish one teaching position 
in the school for this year. The idea of sending the 
eighth grade pupils to larger schools was a good one. 
From talking with them and personal observations, 
they are very happy and are in a better learning situa- 
tion than we could provide at home. The present re- 
sults as explained below indicate how fast the educa- 
tional picture can change. 


School started in September with Mrs. Belyea teach- 
ing grades 1-3 and Mrs. Craig grades 4-6. There is no 
seventh grade this year. However, before much time 
had passed, a number of new children arrived in town 
and subsequently to school, where it became obvious 
there were too many pupils for the staff. Upon my 
recommendation, Mrs. Jesseman was asked and ac- 
cepted the position as a “helping teacher” to come in 
and work with smaller groups of children who were 
progressing more slowly than the rest. We have been 
pleased with the results but I would recommend re- 
turning to three full-time teachers for another year. 


Our general school situation has not changed much. 
The lunch program continues to be an excellent one 
with nearly all the students using the service. The 
testing program remains the same and at the time is 
adequate. In terms of textbooks, there is still a need 
for a revision in Language Arts and Science but allow- 
ance has been made in the budget to complete one of 
the areas. I will make a decision on the areas after 
talking with the School Board and teachers but I think 
I would recommend at this time that the new science 
program be adopted. 
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There is some interest in a nearby district about an 
elementary school arrangement that would be advant- 
ageous to pupils and taxpayers alike. I would recom- 
mend the committee you have already appointed be 
directed to make further study with a concrete plan 
to be presented to the School Board prior to the next 
annual budget meetings. Together I think we could 
have one teacher per grade which is so essential in the 
learning process today. It not only allows more chil- 
dren to be together for purposes of competition but 
makes it far simpler to get teachers. 


You will be asked to make a decision in your district 
warrant concerning the acceptance and use of Title I 
funds under the Elementary and Secondary Act of 
1965 Public Law 89-10. There have been many ques- 
tions raised around the state concerning the accept- 
ance of this money. It is ironic that some towns for 
years have accepted willingly Federal Funds to operate 
a hot lunch program and have accepted funds under 
Title III NDEA to help purchase Math, Science and 
Foreign Language equipment all without fear of Fed- 
eral control. I would agree that I personally would 
want no part of a program that in any way would 
bring Federal contro!s into our schools in terms of 
what we teach, who teaches it and the materials we use 
to accomplish our purpose. At this time I am not con- 
cerned that this is the case. Under the provisions of 
the lunch program which we sign every year, agree- 
ment is made that Hot Lunch Records may be subject 
to Federal inspection. In the 19 consecutive years I 
have been connected with hot lunch programs, I have 
seen one Federal inspector. I think a great deal of 
good can come from the use of these funds and | 
recommend their acceptance. If the time comes when 
Federal controls enter the picture, I would most cer- 
tainly then recommend that you consider your choice 
very carefully. 


It is not definite at this writing whether or not the 
cooperative school will have been voted upon by the 
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time regular school district meetings are held. If the 
voting meetings have taken place, and your town has 
accepted the provisions of the Articles of Agreement, 
then I congratulate you for I think you have made a 
wise decision. If the vote has not been taken, or your 
district has voted against it, I would hope you will take 
another long hard look before it is too late. As has 
been brought up at so many of the hearings, the 7th 
and 8th grade students, where an accredited Junior 
High School program is not available, are the ones 
where there is the most lack at the present time. With 
the broadened curriculum offering that ought to be 
available for these young people, some districts with 
their low tax base cannot possible financially afford to 
meet their needs. As far as the students in grades 
9-12 are concerned, a broader curriculum offering with 
more students will make keener competition and pro- 
duce better trained young people to go on to college or 
to enter the work force. A new and larger centralized 
school would provide many of the answers to better 
education for all. After wrestling with this problem 
for a number of years, I am convinced as I think most 
members of the Planning Board are, that the solution 
your committee has approved is the best and most 
economical for everyone. 


I appreciate the cooperation and help I have received 
during the year from the School Board and the staff 
of the school.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENTS 
SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953, of the State 
of New Hampshire, requires that the school district 
annual reports show the total amount paid to the 
superintendent of schools as per the following quota- 
tion: “Reports. Each superintendent of a supervisory 
union shall annually prepare a report showing the total 
salary paid to the superintendent, which report shall 
show in detail the amount derived from the per capita 
tax and the amount paid directly by each school dis- 
trict in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is pro- 
rated among the several school districts of the union on 
the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is prorated 
on the basis of average daily membership in the school 
for the previous school year ending June 380th. The 
Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 48 during 
1964-65 received a salary of $10,050.00 which was 
made up as follows: $4750.00 paid from the per capita 
tax and $5300.00 prorated among the several school 
districts. Allowances of $1100.00 for travel within 
the union was also prorated as stated above. The sev- 
eral school districts numbered five in 1964-65. The 
School District of Warren became a part of Super- 
visory Union No. 48 as of July 1, 1965. 


The table shows the portion of salary and travel 
charged to each school district.
